SHORT SIGHTED RANCHERS 

The report given elsewhere that 
Mr. P. Burns’ recent purchases of 
Alberta cattle contains suggestive 
reading. Itappears to Tur Hrer- 
ALD that Mr. Burns bas done a 
stroke of business as sagacious in 
its way as Sir William Vantlorne’s 
recent deal for 60,000 tons of steel 
rails, He saw the cattle dying 
wholesale in British Columbia and 
the north wescern States; he saw 
the possibility of the Chicago 
market opening to our ranchers; 
he saw that beef was sure to go 
up and he knew he had to have 
several thousand head of cattle 
this summer to keep his shops 
going in the Kootenay and to 
supply his big contracts over in 
the mountains, All this was as 
plain asa pikestalf. So he simply 
walkedin among our ranchers and 
took the vick of their bands and 
agreed to pay them—what ? 
Practically the same price as last 
year. And here is where the ‘rat” 
comes in which a prominent 
rancher detected during the recent 
quarantine correspondence in Tur 


HERALD. There has been a con- 
siderable reduction in freight 
rates on live stock going into 
Kootenay -a_ fact which some 


people have evidently overlooked. 
The retail price of meat in 
Kootenay has not fallen. Put 
these two facts together and re- 
member that Mr. Burns is paying 
no more for cattle this year 
than last, and who is reaping the 
benefit of the reduction in freight 
rates? Mr. Burns is. Perhaps this 
did not occur to the ranchmen who 
have so hastily sold their stock, 
but it is nevertheless a fact, and in 
about four or five months, when 
top steers are likely to be bringing 


$45 and $50 a head, it will bea 
somewhat painful fact for those 


who have sold. The reduction in 
freight rates amounts to about $2 
per head from Calgary to Sandon, 
and about $4 from Calgary to 
Trail, Say it will average $38 per 
head. Multiply this by $5,000 and 
it will be seen that the ranchers 
selling at the old figures have lost 
$15,000 and Mr. Burns is exactly 
that much richer, Isn't it about 
time for some people to kick them- 
selves? 

Tue Heraup is not tiinding 
fault with Mr. Burns, He is nota 
philapthropist. He is working for 
Burns, not for Alberta, and he has 
done « cracking good stroke of 
business for himself. It is not so 
long since Mr. Burns said the re- 
moval of the quarantine would 
prevent him buying beet in Al 
berta at all, Comparing that with 
his recent purchases brings to 
light another large size “rat.”

A CORRECTION

What he 
did say was that no individual or 
body of individuals had auy right 
to seize or appropriate stray 
animals for which an owner could 
not be found, and which were 
known as mavericks or umbranded 
cattle one year old and upwards, 
He knew of only one law in the 
Territories regulating the proced- 
ure to be adopted with regard to 
mavericks, viz: the ordinance 
respecting stray animals, which 
provided a course to be followed, 
Otherwise, according to the com- 
mon law, the animal should be 


advertised, and in case of sale|a dozen places 


when an owner could not be found 
the proceeds would be 
over to the crown, lis object was 
to draw the attention of stockmen 
to the necessity of amending che 


law so that the proceeds of the 
sale of these animals might be 
devoted to the benefit of ‘he 


publie in the form of wolf bounty 
or with regard to the enforcement 
of the prairie fire ordinance, 

The suggestion of Mr. Justice 
Rouleau is a good one, and its 
adoption would do much to remedy 
the present unsatisfactory state of 
the law.
